WHY DID JOHN RUSSELL 
LEAVE THE CHAMPS? 


Why did John Russell leave PSL champions Marconi 
and join struggling St. George? That’s the question 
soccer fans would like to know. 


John answers by saying: “It was the right time to go 
and | was looking to the rest of my playing career.” 


Russell is certainly one of the most experienced 
defenders in Australian football. This is his 10th 
season in first grade. 


He had many memorable memories with Apia and he 
joined Marconi when the PSL kicked off in 1977. 


It was with Marconi that he became a stopper. 


Saints’ coach Raul Blanco had approached Russell 
joining the club about a month before Jim Muir 
transferred from Adelaide City to Marconi. 


“| felt it was then the wrong time to leave Marconi,” 
John said. 


“| wanted to prove that | could stay in first grade with 
Muir at Marconi and | did. | couldn’t see myself fitting 
into a midfield role and there was the possibility.that if 
| played badly it would be the end for me. While | met 
the challenge | was looking more to my future.” 


John admits that Blanco was very persuasive and St. 
George is a club he always admired. 


John made his debut for Saints against Leichhardt — 
a match St. George won. Then followed another vic- 
tory for Saints against Blacktown. 


“| didn’t know how to approach the games, but really 
it was just like winning a grand final,” he said. In the 
match against Canberra, Saints crashed. “I thought 
we might be able to get a draw when we picked up in 
the second half,” he said. 


John has been playing sweeper for St. George — a 
role he hasn't filled since his days witn Apia. “I’m do- 
ing things in two minds at the moment,” he said. “I 
like getting the ball moving forward, but | have not 
quite got the feel of it. The difference is the man 
coming at you in this position.” 

Russell feels you need far more discipline to play 
stopper. 


“| didn’t like playing there originally, but | got used to 
it,” he said. “It became part of my game.” 


John doesn’t like to make a comparison between his 
State League days with Apia and the Philips League.

“Without being disrespectful you have to put much 
more into the game now,” he said. 


He went on:“The league is so close now that you 
need to be dedicated. | only wish that the crowds 
would grow and that media and television exposure 
of the game here was bigger.” 


Who is John’s tip for the 1980 PSL title? 


“I'd love Marconi to win it but | can’t see that happen- 
ing,” he said. “My second preference is Heidelberg. 
They have pushed hard for the title in the past couple 
of years. It would be nice to see them do it.”

POTTER HAS BRISBANE CITY 
ON THE RECOVERY TRAIL 


What team can boast beating both Sydney City and 
Marconi in the Philips League this year? 


There’s only one and it’s Brisbane City. On that 
score it is hard to fathom why the Brisbane club, 
twice winners of the Philips Cup, is among the strug- 
glers in the league this year. 


It certainly wasn’t the case last year. Coach Nereo 
Saftich achieved a remarkable improvement in per- 
formance from 1978 and the team finished fourth in 
the premiership. Brisbane City, eager to add to their 
list of honours, were beaten by Sydney City in the 
final of the top four play off. Incidentally, the final was 
conducted on a two leg basis. 


Brisbane City, under Saftich, started the 1980 
season with draws against Footscray and Adelaide 
City. Saftich hadn’t delved heavily into the transfer 
market, but he bought Joe Palinkas, from Footscray. 


Two notable absentees were Robert Echeverria and 
Bobby Campbell. The club had received sponsorship 
from Stock 84 and that was expected to give the 
Brisbane team a real kick along. 


But after those two draws the rot set in and finally 
Saftich was the first PSL coach of the 1980 season 
to go. Stalwart and central defender George Potter 
took over as coach. Socceroo midfielder John 
Coyne left the club and joined Leichhardt. 


Six successive defeats followed those opening two 
draws and it wasn’t until the team played Sydney City

at home that it got back on the winner’s circle. 


The recruitment of two UK players, midfielder Bobby 
Hamilton and striker Jim McCluskey has done much 
to help the City revival. City are picking up points 
more consistently now. 


Probably the team’s finest win to date would be the 
recent 2-1 victory against Marconi at Perry Park. Ci- 
ty striker Kevin Low was sent off after 22 minutes. 
The home team was already a goal down and the 
PSL champions Marconi were expected to romp in. 


A tactical move by coach Potter saw him bring on 
rangy striker Barry Kelso for young Mark Brusasco at 
half time. Kelso was immediately in the thick of the 
action and made inroads into Marconi’s defence. 


Potter scored from the penalty spot in the 53rd 
minute and McClusky scored the match winner 14 
minutes from the end. City followed up with a draw 
against Lions. 


Big Kelso, with the lanky, bustling frame is a threat to 
any team. 


Another player Saints must watch today is Brisbane 
City’s Socceroo defender Steve Perry. National 
coach Rudi Gutendorf has rated Perry one of his 
best players in international matches this year. 


In the first round Saints won 1-0 in Brisbane, but St. 
George have a number of new faces in the team from 
that match. Both teams are desperate for points as 
they try to climb away from the bottom. 


It won’t be long before elimination matches are in full swing 
as teams battle it out on the road to Spain for the 1982 
World Cup Finals. 


South America has the greatest record in the Cup. Brazil 
has won it three times, Uruguay twice and the current 
holders are Argentina. 

We have just seen West Germany win the European cham- 
pionship in Italy. Will the West Germans be the favourites 
for Spain? Only time will tell. 

In forthcoming programs, we'll look at some great World 
Cup moments. 


In many ways 1958 proved the watershed between the old 
and the new World Cup tournaments; the arrangements of 
grouping and quarter final were adopted; Brazil, with a 
4—2—4 system, became the first country to win outside its 
own continent; Russia entered for the first time; television 
and commercialism in world soccer really came into their 
own as we now know them. 


In their sixth consecutive series, and after the anti climax of 
1950, Brazil at last won the Cup, and in a style that 
secured them a place at the peak of world footall history. 


The Brazilians, under Vicente Feola, had learned from their 
mediocre tour of Europe tin 1956, and only Djalma and 
Nilton Santos and Didi remained from the battle with 
Hungary at Berne. The Hungarians too had only three 
players left from that game in 1954 — Grosics, Boszik and 
Hidegkuti. Hungary beat Brazil 4-2 in a quarter final that 
year. 


The 16 finalists (whittled down from, an original 53 (were 
West Germany, Czechoslovakia, Northern Ireland, Argen- 
tina, France, Yugoslavia, Paraguay, Scotland, Sweden, 
Hungary, Wales, Mexico, Brazil, England, USSR and 
Austriaa 

The strongest section, Group 4, ssaw !Brazil, without Pete 
(injured) or Garrincha, beat Austria 3-0. England and 
Russia, who had drawn 1-1 in Moscow three weeks 
before, drew 2-all at Gothenburg. The Russians took a 2-0 
lead but then Derek Kevan and Tom Finney, from a penalty, 
beat Lev Yachin to square it. 

On the same pitch England then produced a fine defensive 
display against Brazil, who had Vava back, but in place of 
Dida. Colin McDonald was cool in goal, while Bill Slater vir- 
tually erased Didi from the game. It was a scoreless draw. 
Assuming Brazil beat Russia — and they did 2-0, England 
had to beat Austria to be sure of qualifying. England stumbl- 
ed to a 2-all draw. 


England, Northern Ireland and Wales featured in play offs 


with only England failing. The Englishmen lost to Russia, 


1-0. 

In the quarter finals, Northern Ireland were beaten 4-0 by 
France. Wales, too, went out but not before giving Brazil 
(without Vava) a real defensive fight. The only goal came in 
the second half from Pele. West Germany repeated their 
1954 quarter final win over Yugoslavia and it was Rahn 


who scored the important goal. Sweden beat Russia 2-0 
with Hamrin heading the first goal and making the second 
for Simonsson. 


At Stockholm in the semi final, Fontaine become the first 
player to score against Brazil when, after a superb move 
with Kopa, he equalised Vava’s first minute goal. But after 
France lost centre half Jonquet, Didi got number two and 
Pele scored a hat trick in the second half. The sending off 
of West Germany’s Juskowiak early in the second half pro- 
ved the turning point of Sweden’s 3-1 win after the scores 
were level at 1-all at half time. 


Four days later France beat West Germany 6-3 in the play 
off. Fontaine scored four of the French goals. 


Sweden, seeking revenge for the 7-1 defeat to Brazil in 
1950, seemed to have a great start in the final with rain af- 
fecting the pitch and Liedholm picking his way through to 
score after five minutes. 

The Brazilians remained unflustered and Garrincha made 
the equaliser for Vava. With their fullbacks (Djalma Santos 
replacing De Sordi for the first match of the series) bottling 
up Hamrin and Skoglund, and Zagalo dropping back to 
assist Zito and Didi in midfield, Brazil got on top. In the 
32nd minute Garrincha repeated his act and Vava once 
again beat Svensson. In the second half Pele cooly scored, 
and Zagalo added a fourth before Simonsson reminded the 
crowd of Sweden’s attack. Pele made it five right on time 
with a brilliant header. 


Brazil retained the Cup in Chile in 1962. 


Poor standards, defensive football, vicious tackling and 
rampant commercialism made it the most disappointing of 
all World Cups. Brazil and Russia stood as favorites. But it 
was the Czechs who made it to the final. They lost 3-1 to 
Brazil.

They did:so by team spirit on and 
off the field, by faith in themselves and thier manager and 
by calculated, hard, working stereotyped football. 


The tournament left mixed feelings. On the credit side 
there were record figures for gates and receipts, the suc- 
cess of, and support for the little North Koreans, the pro- 
wess of Eusebio, and a nail biting final. But as an overall 
spectacle it was poor. As in 1962, 89 goals were scored 


_in 32 mataches, but football had become even more 


negative and defensive, with most teams employing a 
“sweeper” behind the defence. b
